London-, Juno IG. — The now"4i per 
cent.

London, Juno 17. — The House of 
Lords last evening.adopted twoauiend- 
ments to tho^burial bill in opposition 
to the government bj- majorities of 2-1 
and 19, respectively.

Premier Gladstone said that ho was

Richard withdrew his motion and 
Courtney's resolution was carried with 
one dissenting vote. 

At a meeting of the Irish members 
of parliament it was resolved to ask 
tho government to double tho grant for 
tlio relief of Irish distress and to charge 
the uniform rate of 1 por cent, inter- 
jpst,! and^lso^thatj i60,0(W^ inst*'*"! of 
j£3O,O0O bo voted for tlio^ cou.struction 
of fisheries. If the amendments aro re- 
jected in parliament Parnell will move 
that tho bill for relief of distress be ro-, 
ferred to a special committee of Irish 
mombers under tho chairmanship of 
Forster, chief secretary for Ireland. 

The report of a committee of the 
House of Commons in the case of Brad- 
laugh slates that there is no precedent 
whatever for thH re.-fusal of tho IIou.so 
to allow a member to take tho parlia- 
mentary oath. ■ The committee hold 
that tho mere compliance of Bradlaugh

Mr. Sandford Fleming's report contains 
a great deal of information about parts of 
the Dominion which ought" to bo better 
known to Eastern Canadians than they 
are. The reports relating to Vancouver 
Island and the Queen Charlotte Islands 
aao extremely interesting. Vancouver 
is about 280 miles long and 50 broad, con- 
taining 8,900,000 acres.' •••Its'^ shore line 
is so deeply indented that'lHo island can 
bo crossed at several points by loss than 
one-third of its width of land travel. This 
feature is, of course, a great advantage, 
as it brings the interior of the island, with 
its vast wealth of timber and minerals, 
within easy distance of tho «ea. . Tho sur- 
face of tho ialanid'li^ very .much broken, 
the agricultural land being in small 
patches and interspersed with mountains 
In the Northern Division, down to a lino 
joining Seymour Narrows and Nontka 
Sound, there aro 4,100,000 acres. Of this 
only about 77,000 acres aro cultivable. 
Tho Central Division, bounded on tho 
north by tho Qualicuiu Rivorand Alborni 
Canal, contains 2,190,000 acres, of which 
r)7,00C' are estimated to lie cultivable. Tliu 
Southern Division contains 2,070,000 
acres, of which 250,000 aro accounted cul- 
tivable, making a total of 389,000 acres 
of cultivable land in the island. 

It is clear enough that Vancouver will 
never bo agriculturally wealthy. Its var- 
ied resources of other descriptions will, 
however, make its agricultural land ex- 
ceptionally desirablo, and will give a high 
valuo to the littlo patches of good soil 
found among tho hills. There are also, 
it appears, many sniidl lakes and swamps 
which probably could be drained and 
turned to account at small exponso The 
chief wealth of A''ancouucr is in its timber, 
but even that may hereafter be eclipsed 
by its production of coal and other minor- 
als. The island is densely wooded from 
end to end, and tlto trees attain to pro- 
portions unheard of in the East. In tho 
order of their present commercial impor- 
tance, they aro, the Douglas fir, red cedar 
white pitio, and spruce fir. On tho Na- 
naimo Ilivor there is fl;\id to lye onouf;h of 
wood to give work to a largo camp for 
ten yoars. Tho Chemainus liivcr valloy 
is densely clad with oxcellont fir and 
spruce for more than thirty miles. In 
tho Cowichan district thoro is, estimated 
to bb 2,000,000,000 board measure of 
markotablu ' lumber. Tho agricultural 
crops in tho island comprise everything 
that is grown in Ontario. Tho yold of 
nearly everything is great ; oats, 90 bush- 
els; wheat, 40 bushels; turnips, 46 tons 
I to the acre- are spoken of. Poaches, 
grapos, and tender vegetables ripen well 
! in the Saanich Pouinsular, and hopes 
I aro entertained of their being suc- 
cessfully cultivated. About one- 
tenth of tho available agricultural land 
has been taken up, and only one 
<iuarter of that, taken up is being culti- 
vated. The chief reason given for the 
smallnoss of tho tjuantity is that tho sot- 
tiers who havo gone to the island havo 
mostly resorted thoro for mining and oth- 
er pursuits more exciting than agriculture. 
Mr. Joseph Hunter is tho author of tho 
report about Vancouver Island. 

Tho Queen Oharlotte Islands Ito off tho 
coast of British Oblumbia, between lati- 
I tudo 52 and 54i. Tho length of tho 
' islands is 150 miles and tho grt'utost 
i breadth 50 miles. Agricultur.ally tho 
islands are of littlo valuo, as they are no- 
thmg but a sea of mountain.") — the con- 
tinuation of tho Olympian rango of Was- 
ington Torritoiy, of which rango tho Van- 
couver mountains form a part, Mountains 
of 4,000 feet aro quite common in Queen 
Charlotte Lslanda. A few peaks roach 
5,000 foot. Tho whole of tho country is 
covered with coniferous trees, and theso 
aro rendered easy of access by the numer- 
ous fiords which run far into the interior. 
Tho trees aro chiefly tho Menzios spruce, 
western cedar, western hemlock and yel- 
low cypress, it is too far north for the 
Douglas fir. At a Hudson B.ay post at 
Maasett, on tho north-cast of the islands, 
cattle take care of themselves winter and 
summer. Snow falls occasionally in tho 
winter, but does not lio long except on 
mountain tops. Tho quantity of rain, 
especially in winter, is excessive. Gold 
has been found on tlio islands, but not as 
yet in paying quantities. The interior, 
however, has not been examined. At 
Skidogate anthracite ,c6al. .of excellent 
(quality crops out, and has been - mined a 
little. Bituminous coal is also supposed, 
from iiio geological appearances, tu bo pre- 
sent. Lignites have been found at several 
places on tho coast. Copper ore and mag- 
netic iron ore aro also found. The chief 
business of the natives, who are Haidas, 
is fishing and fur hunting. 'There>are 
about 2,000 natives, who would bo hotter 
men if the grog-sellers of Victoria and 
other towns wore more particular as tu 
whom they sold liquor. The report about 
those islandi is written by Dr. G. M. 
Dftwson. 1

[Witness here 
put in a petition in favor of tho license 
and signatures as to character, fitness, 
etc.] None of his neighbors had objected 
to the license being granted. A licensed 
house had been kept at Goldstroam in 
early days by ono J. Meady.

Signnr Eapinoaa, tho pianist, next 
played "Keriuosso do Gounods Faust, V by 
Saint Saena. The Signor is (t tnagnincent 
pianist. His playing in every csise was 
beyond criticism and was marked especial- 
ly for accuracy, delicacy, vigor, rapidity 
and expression. So captivated wero tho 
audience with his marvellous execution 
that a most demonstrative demand for a 
repetition of tho piece was made. 

Tho second part of tho progr.irarae open- 
ed with a duett I'ostasi, by Alary, sung 
by Mrs. JIarrincr-Campboll and iliss S. 
Rightmiro in so beautiful a mannor as to 
at onco completely captivate the spell- 
bound audienco. Responding to a moat

artists had come forward they wero com- 
[lulled to repeat a po rtion of their etlbrts. 

Tho concert close t wi h Weber's Ju- 
bilee overture tVr t^vo pianos, comprising 
"God Save tho Queen," tho conclud- 
ing pin'tion of tho overture. .Mr. Edgar 
Oourson, who was tho accompanist, prov- 
ed tu bo a musician of unusual high ordor. 
i\.ll ho did was thoroughly artistic and re- 
fined and wo can say that he added great- 
ly tu the success of the concert. Mr. 
Ooursen's unassuming demeanor was 
noticeable to tho aud once and ho w,ib 
complimented by ao.oral distinguished 
people present after tho Ouiioort had tor- 
minatod. 

Tho concert was, as wo predicted it 
would be, the most delightful musical 
treat afibrdcd Victtirians for very many 
yoars past. To say that success followed 
success and that tho concert was in reality 
a continuous musical triumph expresses 
but a faint idea of its real merit. The 
company will give their farewell concert 
to-night and on Monday morning'' they 
leave for Portland.

..^Edison has at last proved that lie 
can utilize the electric current for rail; 
road purposes. A //ifraW reporter 
wont to Menlo Park yesterday to wit- 
ness a trial of tho new motor on tho 
three-quarter mile railroad. As a pre- 
caution against unforeseen accidents, 
tjie ,membor^ of the ipre^s, selected a scat 
a8'ne'aras possible''td'th6 inventor, be- 
causeifif would bo-ohly natural that that 
was the safest one in ease tlio train 
should jump tho track. At a .signal 
from Edison, Mr. Batohelor moved the 
lever attached' to tho switch, andoflfwo 
wont The riding was very enjoyable 
for the first five hundred, yards; 9r so, 
when, suddenly, a most Hoririblib curvo 
was reached, round which tho motor, 
with tho car attached, spun at a rather 
uncomfortable gait. Then came a se- 
ries of serpontino curves that were 
enough to frighten anybody; but thoro 
was no slowing up. On the contrary, 
more power was ])ut on, until it seemed 
that the whol^ party were going to be 
shaken from their seats. Q'be line was 
located in' tho worst possible positions 
by Edison, in order that tho "beauties" 
of hia invention would bo readily seen 
ihyanyoOjejo'D the car. Some of the 
curves afb as sharp as those used on 
the surface roads round street corners 
in New York, so the reader can ima- 
gine how })loa,sant it was to go round 
them at the rate of about 40 miles an 
hour. Tho strangest part of tho pro- 
grammo was the oa.'iy manner of con- 
trolling the motor, it being stopped 
within fifty feet, although going at a 
high speed. It ran up against the 
heavy grades as ea.sily as on tho level 
track, and was as powerful at the end 
of tho track ns in tho station, whnre 
the electric current firs tteaches the 
rail. After the first trial tho re])orter 
was invited to ride on the motor with- 
out having the car attached, so that the 
speed would bo increased. Throe went 
on this trip — one at the switch, another 
at tho brake, and tho reporter holding 
on for dear life. At the word "go" 
the machine shot off like a bullet, and 
it was only by holding on firmly that 
one's seat could bo kept As the curves 
were struck, the motor rocked fearfully; 
in fact, it was as hard to keep your 
seat on it as on an unbroken inu.'itang 
when he sets his mind on tho "buck- 
ing" process of dismquntingjyqu.^ Tho 
tirae.mSde *^s|p^ree|Mop from 
the station to the'^end of the track on 
the first trial, and forty-two on tho 
second trial. Tho motor has an electric 
headlight, which is burning.-contin- 
uously, and which has a , very {■ pretty 
effect in the night time. ' ■

THE ELECTUIC LAMPS. 

Men are hard at work fi.ving uj) the 
large factory, situated south of the 
railroad, for the purpose of manufac- 
turing the electric lamps in large 
quantity. Edison says it will tako at 
least two months to finish it*, and then 
bo will turn out all tho lamps necess- 
ary for his exhibition, which will tako 
place about September. He will then 
light six miles of streets, the lamps 
being eighty feet apart, and will run 
his train o^ec a'lthreo-niilo road, all the 
po«*er hieing oljtainecl from tho sixteen 
dynamo mauhines now in position,

at the top of Fort street, at an elevation 
of 200 feet above high water .mark, or 8 
feet abovo the level of tlio water in Elk 
UvltiEC^Mi'd^ that quantity would ?be' suffi- 
cient; for a population of 3,000 inhabit- 
ants. It \h intended that there will bo 
no tionnoction between tlio service pipes 
of^jigh and low service reservoirs except 
in case of firo. As to size of reservoirs 
required, I would suggest that tho -low 
Burvicn roaorvoir bo biuTt to hold 1,500,000 
t'.alliins, or, say, I'lO feet square and 12 
feet deep, aiad tho high service ono to 
hold 00,000 gallons, or, say, SOfcet square 
and. 12 feet deep; and while aelooting tho 
best plan for the construction of said re- 
servoirs I may add that in all well regu- 
lated cities it is an established principle 
that'in building reservoirs to contain wator 
for doniestic use they should bo built so 
as to be able to contain tho greatest quan- 
tity of wator in tho smallest possible area 
and covured'So as to escludctho lighfc,'as 
light is very-'injuriouB to water-stored- fii 1 
a reservoir and intended for domestic iisd;' 
and to carry out that principle I propose 
to build tho reservoirs by blasting out 4 
feet of the rock and iiBinc the rock pro- 
vided by that means for Duilding the oal- 
anco of tho .vail, which would bo 8 feet 
high, and that will make tho reservoir 12 
feet dra|^g the psufjto bo supported b^ cast 
Iron columns.' t "'The co»t-of-' carrying out 
and completing the .above scheme will not 
exceed §50,000, to which must be added 
810,000 which will bo required to com- 

gleto the filter iieda; but should you aco 
t to adopt the proposed Bchemo I am 
prepared to furnish you detailed plans and 
Bpecificatinns f<>r the same. 

In conclusion I may add that I am 
aware thiit it is generally accepted aa a 
fact that there is a naturiil reaorvoir at tho 
head of Fort street and that tliere is no- 
thii^todo but to turn tho water into it; 
but I fihd that to attempt to carry tlio 
water to ono common reservoir that would 
partially supply tho liiu,h levels the differ- 
ence between tho luvel of the water in 
reservoir and. ovel of water in Elk Lake 
is so small, being only 26 foot, the diller- 
enco in tho quantity of water delivered in 
tUo ci^^by cbmgarison woiild'be to one 
common reservoir at the high level, ^i/< 
not siijjicicnflii high to he cffcctixv. for all the 
hxtUdings, and from a licad of 25 feet the 
niaiti conduit pipe will deliver 23,000 gal- 
Idlfs'per hour, and by tlio proposed scheme

I am aware that Gold 
atreain has still some advocates who 
believe that the supply should have been 
obtained from that source; but without 
stopping to discuss that point I may say 
that, from whatever source tho supply is 
i)btained,.tho proposed scheme ia .equally 
required by all.
